$20,000 DAMAGES 
GIYEN IN DEATH 
OF SIX YEAR OLD 

Two Oth^r TriaffJr 
Cases Settled Out 

Of Court Monday

Mr. and Mrs. Tom Oldfield of 
' White Oak were awarded judg- 
, ment of $20,000 against Winston 
Owen of Pikeville in Morgan 
circuit court here Monday. 

The case grew out of the death 
of Patricia Clay Oldfield, 6-year- 
old daughter of the plaintiffs, 
: who was struck and killed by a 
I car driven by Owen July 23 of 
last year. The accident occurred 
in front of the Oldfield home on 
U. S. 460 at White Oak. 

Witnesses testified Owen was 
traveling at an excessive rate of 
speed and that skid marks show¬ 
ed on the pavement for 195 feet. 
The child was killed instantly. 

Oldfields were represented by 
Gardner St Gabbard law firm of 
West Laberty and by J. Woodford 
' Howard of Prestonsburg, great 
' uncle of the deceased child. Atty. 

, Dan Jack Combs of Pikeville 
j represented the defendant. The 
jury deliberated about a half hour 
in the case. 

Two other damage actions 
growing out of a wreck April 12 
were compromised without inter¬ 
vention of a ju^. Lon Stamper 
of Rexville, driver of a truck, 
was the plaintiff in one suit 
against a Mr. Gutterman of Louis¬ 
ville, and Charles Walter of Nick- 
ell, a passenger in Stamper’s 
truck who was injured, was the 
plaintiff in the other suit. 

The only othei case tried Mon¬ 
day was an assault and battery 
charge against Ira Ferguson for 
hitting his uncle, C. R. Lacy ot 
Insko. Ferguson pleaded guilty 
and was given a fine of $250. 

The May term of court was ad¬ 
journed at the conclusion of the 
Oldfield vs. Owen trial late Mon¬ 
day.

.Sr.ARE I.VQITRIES JEOP.ARDI/E 
-AMERICAN FOREIGN SERVICE 


From The Courier-Jonmal 

Should the United States establish an academy 
to train its professio.nal civil servants and For¬ 
eign Service officers? Are ability and profess¬ 
ional training as important in these fields as in 
the armed forces, for which the government does 
maintain academies at West Point and Annapo¬ 
lis? 


For 20 years the General Federation of Wom¬ 
en's Clubs has insisted that the answer to both 
questions is “yes.” At its convention in Denver 
the first week of June the Federation will try 
again to adopt resolutions which will convince 
Congress that the need has substance. 

The Federation may get a better hearing this 
year—from Congress and public alike—than ever 
before. The reason is ironic. The pattern of 
congressional hearings, of loyalty investigations, 
of whisperings and suspicion—of McCarthyism— 
has reduced the foreign service close to impo¬ 
tence and has seriously weakened the morale of 
the civil service generally 

This may sound like partisan generalization; 
it U not. In a letter to 'The New York Times a 
few months ago five former diplomats made the 
serious charge that the United States is “laying 
the foundations of a Foreign Service competent 
to serve a totalitarian government rather than 
the government of the United States as we have 
heretofore known it.” • Authors of this charge 
were Norman Armour, Robert Wood* "?liss, 
Joseph C. Grew, William Phillips and w,. low¬ 
land Shaosv Of these. Bliss. Grew and Phillips 
began their government service in the adminis¬ 
tration of Theodore Roosevelt. Armour and 
Shaw began '..hilc V.'oodrnw Wilson was Presi¬ 
dent. All are career diplomats. None were 
poiiucal appointees. All had retired long before 
the partisan wind.» of suspicion began to blow 
through the foreign and civil services. 

The value of a Foreign Service officer is the 
accuracy and objectivity of reports he sends 
home from abroad, and any contribution he is 
called upon to make in policy planning. If his 
loyalty and integrity may be challenged out of 
histoo’’s handsight or out of political expediency 
at home his usefulness is destroyed. Reports 
will be bland and cautious. Fear may dictate 
reports colored to please domestic politicians, 
not to tell the vivid but perhaps unpleasant truth. 

Foreign Service officers, said the five ven¬ 
erable diplomats, find that “an easy path has 
been opened up to even the anonymous in¬ 
former.” If it continues, the present rule of fear 
may “cripple the Foreign Service.” We would 
go a step further and say it already has crippled 
the service, seriously. 

George F. Kennan, this nation's ablest expert 
on the Soviet Union and former Ambassador to 
Moscow, is out of the State Department now. 
As early as February 21, 1953, he warned in a 
speech at Princeton that rule-by-investigation 
jeopardizes the position of the professional civil 
servant by making him vulnerable to “some of 
the most severe strains and tensions our society 
knows.” He said the “sudden impact of the 
hideous problem of disloyalty” was "whipping 
our established institutions about like trees in a 
storm ” A month earlier he had said at Scranton, 
Pennsylvania, that unchecked inquiries into the 
loyalty of f^eral employees plays “very dan¬ 
gerously into the hands of the Kremlin because 
the Communists can have anyone removed from 
government service by spreading false rumors.” 

Officers of the armed services protect this 
nation during war. Maintaining the peace is ni 
less important to national security. This is the 
field of the Foreign Service officer. We arc 
inviting disaster if we let foggy domestic poli¬ 
tical climate envelop him in his foreign post so 
that he cannot sec.

I wish to thank my friends, 
members, directors and employ¬ 
ees of the Licking Valley Rural 
Electric Cooperative for their 
loyal support and cooperation 
while I was employed by the co¬ 
operative. It was my pleasure to 
be connected with the coopera¬ 
tive nearly twelve years; the last 
eight being in the managerial 
capacity. During these years the 
cooperative grew from 89 miles 
of line to over 1400 with nearly 
6,000 members now receiving 
central station power in six coun¬ 
ties. 

For several years the coopera¬ 
tive struggled hard to meet its 
financial obligations and continue 
to expand into areas where 
electric service was vitally need¬ 
ed. Today the Lacking Valley 
Cooperative is one of the strong¬ 
est in the State. It has a reserve 
built up including prepayment of 
$115,256.00 to R.E.A. and its cur¬ 
rent revenues will adequately 
amortize the loans from the U.S. 
government. Last year’s operat¬ 
ing margin of $44,743.00 indi¬ 
cates the healthy position that the 
system has obtain^. This margin 
is set up as a capital credit pro¬ 
rated to each members. Recently 
we heard a rumor being circu¬ 
lated that a rate increase was 
anticipated. Nothing is farther 
from the truth than this rumor. 
It is false and without any foun¬ 
dation what so ever. Your rate 
will be lowered at the earliest 
date permitted by the R.E_A. in 
Washington. Your directors have 
and will continue, I am sure, to 
keep a vigil eye on the operations 
of the system always keeping in 
mind the welfare of the mem¬ 
bership as a whole.
